Canadian Pree Cable | 
NOTTINGHAM, England, Sept 6 - 
A definite warning to the Trades Un- 
jon Congress against making imprac- 
tieable recommendations to the gov- 
ernment and thereby courting the loss 
of prestige and influence, was deliv- 
ered here Friday by C. T. Cramp, in- 
dustrial general secretary of the Na- 

tional Union of Railwaymen 

Mr. Cramp's caution came when he 
opposed the majority report submitted 
by a joint committer of the congress 
and the labor party, a report 
advocated allowances for children 
which would cost the state a hundred 
million sterling annually. 

The minority finding of the joint 
committee found this plan too ambit- | 
fous and said better results could be 
achieved by the state applying more | 
funds to the cause of health and edu- | 
cation, Representatives of the miners, 
however, urged adoption of the ma- 
jority report. 

A resolution was also passed urging 
the government repeal of the trades 
union act. Ernest Bevin, chairman of 
the council, announced he had ob- 
@ained assurances that a bill for this 
purpore would be introduced at the 
forthcoming session of parliament.

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GROWING EDMONTON 


To thase who have not kept track of 
the returns it will be somewhat sur- 
prising to learn that building permits 
issued at the city hall this year total 
only about a half million dollars less 
than those issued in the corresponding 
period last year. The figure stands 
now at nearly four millions of dollars, 
a very respectable amount of money to 
be invested in buildings in a city of the 
size during a quiet season and following 
several years of active construction. 

While a few large blocks account for 
a good deal of this expenditure, there 
have been also a large number of new 
residences put up in various parts of the 
city. As rentals do not show a tendency 
to decline to an unprofitable level, the 
outlook is that building operations will 
continue throughout the fall months. 
Despite the depression, Edmonton con- 
tinues to grow in population and busi- 
ness, as inditated by the construction 
record. 


EXPLANATIONS IN ORDER 


When the duty on imported fruit 
was raised about ten days ago by order 
of the Minister of National Revenue 
the fruit growers of British Columbia 
mingled their plaudits with assurances 
that there would be no increase in prices 
that the consumer need worry about. 
What they wanted was a chance to sell 
their fruit, not a chance to gouge the 
consumer. 

These assurances seem to have been 
a bit premature. Fruit prices have 
gone up, and gone up very substantially, 
Since the higher tariff charges were 
imposed. Prune plums were selling in 
Edmonton last week at less than ninety 
cents a case; now the price is over the 
dollar mark. Peaches, pears, and other 
frunots affected by the ministerial! order 
are going up as supplies on hand dis- 


appear. 

Perhaps in the opinion of the B.C 
growers this rate of advance is not 
sufficient to cause the consumer to 


“worry.” But he is doing precisely that 
and in the circumsta: 
to be entitled to some explanations from 
the B.C. growers as to what they think 
about the matter, and what—if any- 
thing—they intend to do to implement 
their promises to keep down the prices. 


MANNERS AND MOTOR CARS 

What subtle influence exudes from 
the steering wheel of an automobile to 
cause a normally considerate and sane- 
minded individual to forget his manners 
and go careering along the streets and 
highways with sheer disregard of the 
feelings, interests and rights of other 
people? 

When the average man—or woman 
—goes for a walk, he walks leisurely un- 
less there is some cause to hurry, gives 
others half the sidewalk, and conforms 
in every way to the conventions of po- 
lite conduct as well as to the law of the 
land. Put the same person behind the 
steering wheel of 2 motor car and in 
about one case out of three he—or she— 
sheds courtesy like a garment, puts 
aside the ordinary rules of conduct and 
often enough throws even prudence to 
the winds. 

Given the power to go fast without 
effort, the desire to go fast appears to 
follow automatically, the exhilarated 
driver steps on the gas button whether 
there is any reason to hurry or none, 
Squawks an insolent horn at any pedes- 
trian who ventures to cross his path, 
brays impatiently at a driver ahead pro- 
ceeding at a moderate pace, and not in- 
frequently crowds another car into the 
ditch or plows into it head on when 


there is no necessity or urgency for 
Speed. 

Civilized people do not ordinarily be- 
have in this manner when they are not 


driving cars. To obey the laws, to re- 
cggnize the rights of others, to be cour- 
teous; these are rules of conduct which 
hold in all the contacts of life among 
men and women generally—wuntil the, 
geta wheel in hand and an ac- 
celerator foot. Then, in an amaz- 
ing number of instances, they appes: to 
into a state of dementia wh h 
neither law, canon, nor sense. 

Have the inventors contrived a ma 
chine with which it is not safe to trust 
a large minority of men and women on 


who are making the highways unsafe 
are doing nothing to popularize the mo- 
tor car and increase the profits of the 
manufacturers and dealers. People are 
doing without cars today because they 
are afraid to risk themselves and their 
families to the mercy of the speed 
fiends. Perhaps one of these days the 
manufacturers will start to make cars 
which cannot be driven at an inordinate 
rate of speed. Then they will sell more 
cars.

Not less vivid perhaps is the memory 
of the intriguing reports which filtered 
down out of the northland in ensuing 
months, telling of the finding of wreck- 
ed balloons by Indians and Eskimos in 
diverse and remote corners of the hin- 
terland. For a time it seemed that the 
landscape beyond Athabasca Landing 
must be fairly well strewn with the de- 
bris of lost airships. 

The venturesome Swedish explorer 
and his companions sailed away from an 
island in the European section of the 
Arctics in July of that vear, in an at- 
tempt to sail across the pole. As the 
balloon had no means of propulsion, and 
must travel whither the winds carried 
it, the voyagers were as likely to emerge 
on this side of the polar area as to be 
carried back along their outward route. 

After thirty-three years the bodies 
of the party, with their records and 
diaries and some camp equipment, have 
been found on a far northern island. 
From these relics it may be learned how 
far the adventurers got on their way, 
how the airship came to grief, and how 
long the wanderer were able to sur- 
vive after the wreck. The records are 
said to be in fairly good condition after 
their long exposure to the elements.

FAMOUS CHURCHES OF THE WORLD

Cistercian Church, Soro, Denmark 


Almost 800 years ago, when Soro 
was but a haml*t, Asser Ryg erected 
on the spot of the present church a 
Cistercian convent which by the 
munificance of his sons, Axel and 
Esbern Snare, became one of the rich- 
est and most influential of the abbeys 
in the c¢ y. It was the former of 
these  s¢ Axel, who as Absalom 
was d Bishop of Roeskilde in 
he year 1158 

For over seven centuries the str 
did service in the growing ci 
Soro, but In 1536 a new structu 
the present one, was

Fifty vears later 
Frederick II 
transformed the abbey into a founda- 


tion school and in 1623 Christian IV 
founded and endowed with this school 
an academy for young noblemen. This 
academy was destroyed by fire, how- 
ever, in 1813 and the ancient church 


stands trolated as it did when it was 
first erected 

The church is cruciform in de 
sign, 220 feet long ixty-eight feet 
wide and fifty-two feet high and is 
built almost entirely of brick in the 
simplest and most severe Romanesque 
style. Its most interesting possession: 
are the bodies of Christopher II and 
his Queen Euphemia, daughter of 
Bogis!laus, Duke of Pomerania, and 
their child 

Buried here also is the bédy of Axel 
later Absalom, Bishop of Roeskilde 
who was first buried behind the high 
altar of the old church in the year 
1201 About a hundred years ago 
during the reign of Frederick VI, the 
coffin of this Bishop was opened and 
the skeleton of the old churchman who 
died so long ago, was found to be in- 
tact in {ts ancient robes. A ring of 
gold, as well as a silver gilt chalice 
were removed at this time and placed 
in the sacristy of the church

600 MILES OF ROAD NEEDED 
Before Canada can boast a trans- 
continental highway, about 600 miles * 
of road must be constructed. The 
required roadbuilding is all west of 
Sault Ste. Marie, and the possible 
routes all lie through difficult ter- 
ritory. Nevertheless, in view of the 
sympathetic attitude displayed by the 
new Government at Ottawa, and the 
constantly increasing public interest 
in the trans-Canada highway project 
it seems likely that construction of a 
road across the intervening gap may 
soon be started Officials of the 
Canadian Automobile Association, bas 
ing theiy estimates on engineer 
data, say that the highway that w 
bridge the gaps between the Soo and 
the Manitoba boundary will cost $6,000 
a mile in come places and $20,000 a 
mile in others In other words, for 
$10.000,000 the trans-Canada Highway 


can be made a reality The more 
scenic the highway. in this case, the 
higher the cost A lakeshore route 


around Lake Superior would be costly 
because it is the rock-biasted type of 
road which comes at the $20,000 a 
mile figure. Thore motorists, however, 
who see highways as something more 
than means of getting from one place 
to another, believe that the shore 
route woyld pay dividends in beauty 
and tourist attraction. Already it is 
possible to drive from Winnipeg to 
the Pacific coast, but nobody has yet 
driven a ear across Northern Ontario 
When this is accomplished, which will 


probably not be until the roadbuilders 
get through, it will be possible to 
ramble from coast to coast in Can- 


ada without geographical! obstacles.

] GOT a guide at last and he steered me,safely 

I needed another bath then to get 
rid of the perspiration I had generated, Next 
morning a man in fine raiment and gold braid 
presented me with a bill “To one both 50 cents, 
service 5 cents, total 55 cents.” Now then, who 
wouldn't have a private bath—if any. And 
what was that service item? It must have been 
the guide. 

Another unexpected charge in Germany is 
the room waiter, I'm not one of those lads who 
eat pretzels in bed, but there are plenty in the 
fatherland who do. 

If you feel like a hot dog before sing the 
tight you ring the bell and it appears in formal 
clothes. When you go to leave the hotel the 
man who brings it pops up mysteriously to see 
about something. He comes around whether 
you had food in your room or not. Just to wish 
you good-by or something. But don't make it 


a barren good-by. If you do it won't be so 
pleasant the next time. The tip hounds are not 
all in Paris. I found more of them in Berlin. 
Curious about the inevitable appearance of 
this room waiter just as I was paying my bills 
I started a bit of gum-shoe work and discovered 
a deep dyed conspiracy between the cashier and 


the man upstairs. As you anneunce an inten- 
tion to seek new pastures the cashier presses a 
button and several gentlemen arrive to wish 
you a good journey. Just an old German cus- 
—at one mark a throw.

to buy cars in the first place, and if they do buy 
them they can’t pay the dozen and one taxes 
motorists are saddled with. If you get off the 
bus lines in Berlin, a city of 4,300,000 people, 
you find less traffic than in a city of 150,000, 

Getting ar European cities, however, is 
acinch, The; ve street cars, busses, elevated 
s and tubes. Tourists keep away from 
the undergrounds for fear of getting lost, but 
that was usually a glorious experience to me, so 
1 always plunged in and took a chance. I had 
picked up enough German after six weeks to 


get myself on the right track again if 1 was 


lost. Then I Went to Czechoslovakia. I found 
an entirely different language there and couldn't 
peak one single syllable. Not even yes or no. 
In spite of that 1 had good food, a good hotel 
and a good time. You don’t need to know the 
language. ° 

If you read the social columns of Canadian 
papers about Mr, Mi Whosis going to 
Naples or somebody else taking a fling at the 
Alps you'd expect to meet all sorts of Canadians 
while abroad. In eleven weeks on the continent 
this summer I only met two Canadians, Mr.
